The new device consists of a 
thin strip of hardened steel supported 
on the rim by springs, the combination 
being said to give results comparable 
with those obtained by the use of rub- 
ber. 
Skidding Is prevented by the 


sharp edge of the steel tread, while 
such, tires are, of course, quite un- 
pnncturable. Whether the new device 
will survive when rubber again be- 
comes plentiful Is perhaps doubtful, 
but as a war-time measure It has
